JOHN Biggs is the new 
mayor of Tower Hamlets. 

The Labour Party candidate 
won the contest after a nail- 
biting finale in which second 
preference votes came into play. 

After the first preference 
votes had been counted, no 
candidate had more than 50 per 
cent of the votes. 

Under the Supplementary 
Vote system used for mayoral 
elections, only the top two 
candidates - Mr Biggs and 


Independent candidate Rabina 
Khan - remained in the race. 

The second preference votes 
on the ballot papers for the 
eight eliminated candidates 
were looked at and any for the 
two leading candidates added 
to their totals. 

Mr Biggs received 27,255 first 
preference votes and 5,499 
second preference votes. 

He will formally take up his 
post on Monday, June 15 and 
was duly elected as mayor 
until May 2018.

THE Field Day Festival 
returned to a sun-kissed

for its ninth annual outing 
in the borough. 

The festival continued to 
combine some of the biggest 
names in music with up-and- 
coming talent across its ten 
stages and a capacity crowd of 
40,000 revellers enjoyed each 
of the two days. 

Saturday's line up was 
predominately geared toward 
fans of electronic music and 
featured some of the artists 
making waves over the past 
year. 

Headlining off the back of his 
most recent critically acclaimed 
album, Our Love, was Caribou, 
returning for his fourth Field 
Day with a superb live 
performance. 

Other notable Saturday acts 
included New York hip-hop duo 
Run The Jewels, R&B sensation 
FKA Twigs, DJ and producer 
Hudson Mohawke, and Russian 
techno talent Nina Kraviz.

“We need to move forward 
and I will be working across all 
of the communities to pursue 
Labour values/' Mr Biggs said. 

“Tower Hamlets is a magical 
place; people from all across 
the world come here to build 
their dreams." 

Mr Biggs vowed to bring 
Tower Hamlets back into the 
headlines for the right reasons. 
His top priorities include unit- 
ing the community, facing the 
budget challenges ahead and 
focusing on improving employ- 
ment opportunities. 

Second placed candidate 
Rabina Khan used her speech to 
encourage women to have high 
aspirations. 

She said: “1 never thought 1 
would be able to stand here and 
have a voice and would like to 
thank all those who have 
campaigned for me. 1 hope it wQl 
inspire many young women." 

The election was re-run 
because the former mayor, 
Lutfur Rahman, was disqualified 
by the election court in April 
2015, which declared last May's 
contest void and the position of 
mayor vacant. 

The election featured some of 
the strongest measures to 
prevent fraud of any authority 
in the country, with tough 
safeguards to ensure a free and 
fair poll. 

The turnout for the may- 
oral election was 37.73 per cent of 
a total electorate base of 184,563.

The by-election was held due 
to the election court judgement 
in April which saw the former 
mayor, Lutfur Rahman, disbarred 
from office alongside former 
councillor Alibor Choudhury, 
who represented Stepney Green.

“The occupants were very 
lucky to escape as there was no 
smoke alarm in the property. It 
is essential that you have a 
working smoke alarm and test 
it regularly. Smoke alarms pro- 
vide vital early warning and buy 
you extra time to escape." 

London Ambulance Service 
paramedics treated a man at the 
scene for smoke inhalation, 
four fire engines and 21 firefight- 
ers attended the incident.

Officers are praised by safety chief for 
showing integrity under pressure 


POLICE uncovered a cache of 
weapons among items 
found near a children's play 
park in Bow. 

They found three large 
knives, a broken baseball 
bat, bike parts adapted as 
weapons and a heavy 
padlock on a chain. 

Officers from Bow West 
policing team searched the 
park in Hawthorn Avenue 
on June 8 , responding to 
residents’ concerns about 
anti-social behaviour and 
gang activity. 

PC Lee Stevens said: 


“Offenders and gang 
members don’t want to be 
caught in possession of 
weapons so will hide them 
in a public place until they 
are needed. 

“This creates an obvious risk 
to the public, especially 
children.”

THREE men have been 
sentenced for attacking 
Tower Hamlets enforce- 
ment officers (THEOs) on 
a Mile End estate. 

The THEOS were supporting 
the Met Police on the Bancroft 
Estate estate last September, fol- 
lowing complaints of gangs 
and anti-social behaviour when 
a group of men turned on the 
officers. 

Two THEOs were assaulted 
but the officers were wearing 
body video cameras and were 
able to collect evidence which 


resulted in the convictions at 
Stratford Magistrates Court. 

Ah Anwar, aged 23, of Colebert 
Avenue, Ei and Mohib-ul-Alam 
Akanjee, 24, of Aldersey Gardens, 
Barking were charged with 
assault and threatening 
behaviour towards one of the 
THEOs while Ridwan Al-Jabir, 20, 
of Mantus Road, Ei was charged 
with common assault on a 
female officer. 

Anwar and Akanjee were 
found guilty in April and 
remanded on bail. They will 


be sentenced in due course. 

Al-Jabir pleaded guilty in 
court on May 14 and was given 
a six-month attendance centre 
order and told to pay £165 costs. 

Trevor Kennett, head of the 
council's community safety 
enforcement, said: "Officers 
work hard under considerable 
pressure in some extremely 
challenging environments. 

"They have demonstrated 
a high level of integrity and 
resilience in getting these 
convictions."

Are you sitting comfortably? 
We want to tell you a story 

Pupils learn the art of shazing a good yam as part of two-yeaz zeseazch project

PUPILS at ten Poplar 
primary schools have 
become expert story- 
tellers after taking part in 
a research project. 

The Storytelling Schools 
charity looked at how the mag- 
ical art of storytelling can be em- 
bedded into everyday teaching. 

Run in partnership with The 
Story Museum, the proj ect was 
designed to research whether 
building storytelling into the 
DNA of a school could have an 
impact on teaching and educa- 
tional achievement. 

Pupils learnt to tell stories by 
heart as a way of learning both 
language and subject content, 
spanning the whole curriculum 
from maths to history. 

"Our species is hardwired to 
tell stories orally. We do it all the 
time,” said Dr Chris Smith, direc- 
tor of the charity. 

"Storytelling Schools em- 
braces and encourages this nat- 
ural aptitude, empowering both 
students and staff.”

Pupils enjoyed the project, 
which ran for two years. 

"Storytelling helps me learn 
to tell stories and to write my 
own stories and you don't need 
to know from the teacher, you 
just know in your own mind,” 
said Jumaimah, a pupil in year 


two at Mayflower Primary 
School. 

Year one pupil John said: "1 like 
storymaps because they are 
fun and they make me remem- 
ber stories.I liked when the 
hunter, Leeya, plucked the free- 
dom bird's feathers.” 


Mayflower head teacher Dee 
Bleach said: "Our staff have 
embraced storytelling because 
it's a fun and effective way to 
teach the stmcture of stories and 
non-fiction. 

"Children know what to write. 
We've all become storytellers.” 


Alongside the practical work, 
Jonathan Rooke of Winchester 
University undertook an 
independent evaluation of the 
project, which concluded that 
for the first year, significant 
progress in literacy was demon- 
strated.

"Meeting someone who has 
been through the problems we 
face gives us insight and a 
greater understanding.” 

Sir Ian, who lives in the bor- 
ough, said: "What a joy it has 
been to visit my local school, 
where the kids are bright and 
sensible and, as far as 1 can see, 
totally without prejudice. This 
reflects very well on the work 
the teachers have been doing 
with the help of Stonewall. 
Tower Hamlets is a better place 
because of this school.” 

He used a line from one of his 
films to tell students if they do 
not study hard for their exams, 
"You shall not pass!”

Crackdown on 
housing fraud

THE council is continuing 
to get tough on illegal 
occupants and fraudulent 
use of housing. 

Two cases have been prose- 
cuted, resulting in two proper- 
ties being made available to 
applicants on the housing 
register. There are 19,650 
people on the waiting list. 

The first case was a two- 
bedroom property on the Isle 
of Dogs, which had been 
illegally occupied. 

The council worked with 
landlord Southern Housing and 
a 14-day possession order was 
granted in the Royal Courts 
of Justice. By May 14, the 
person occupying the property 
had vacated. 


The second case was a joint 
Investigation between the coun- 
cil and Poplar tJARCA following 
a tip-off from the borough's 
housing benefits team. The ten- 
ant was living with his parents 
out of the borough, while claim- 
ing to still live in the property. 

Following an investigation, 
the landlord served a notice to 
quit to recover the property. 
Subsequently, the tenant 
returned the keys and this prop- 
erty is now available for those 
on the waiting list. 

Minesh Jani, council head of 
risk management, said: "We 
take housing fraud very serious- 
ly. Given that we have a limited 
amount of social housing 
available, we need to ensure that 
only those most in need have 
access to these properties. 


"The result of our stance is 
that two more properties have 
been freed up on our common 
housing register. In both cases 
we have worked extremely 
closely with landlords - and 
we commend their help and 
involvement." 

Tower Hamlets corporate 
fraud team works closely with 
other agencies to stamp down 
on fraud. They receive referrals 
and investigate allegations from 
a number of different sources, 
including other departments 
within the council, other coun- 
cils, the Department for Work 
and Pensions, the police and 
members of the public.

Call for parents to 
immunise children 

A SMALL number of measles 
cases have been identified in pri- 
mary and secondary schools in 
Tower Hamlets. These cases 
have occurred in people who 
have not been vaccinated. 

Initial symptoms of the dis- 
ease include cold-like symp- 
toms, like a runny nose, cough, 
red eyes, aches and pains, tired- 
ness, irritability and high fever. 

Tiny greyish- white spots may 
appear in the mouth and throat, 
followed by a red-brown spot- 
ty rash a few days later. 

Public Health England has 
been working with the council 
to inform GPs, schools and par- 
ents of these measles cases and 
to encourage the uptake of the 
measles, mumps and rubella 
(MMR) vaccine. 

Dr Yvonne Doyle, director for 
Public Health England in Lon- 
don, said: "Parents who are un- 
sure whether their child has had 
two doses of MMR should call 
their GP practice to check.’’

Explorers to study 
shipping history

VOLUNTEERS are setting 
out to uncover the story of 
historic voyages to Asia, 
backed by a £52,000 grant 
from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. 

A project led by Stepney 
Community Trust will explore 
how scientific progress and 
technological innovations ap- 
plied to the East India Compa- 
ny shipping between 1600-1858. 

Sixteen community volun- 
teers, known as heritage explor- 
ers, will be recruited and 
provided with training, sources 
of information and mentoring 
support. They will examine 
records and objects linked to the 


company, some of which are 
stored at the British Library, 
National Maritime Museum 
and Victoria & Albert Museum. 
Each will write a chapter in a 
book and collectively commis- 
sion the building of a museum 
quality model ship. 

The company’s early jour- 
neys to Asia and back took 
about two years, with many 
sailors dying of disease and 
shipwreck. 

Over time, in addition to 
conquering scurvy, the com- 
pany improved its capacity 
for goods transportation and 
reduced the time taken for the 
return journey. 

Navigation became more ac- 
curate and safe with sturdier 


and larger ships, improved in- 
struments and the discovery of 
longitude. Scientific discoveries 
and technological innovations 
helped improve ship building, 
navigation and increased British 
sea power. 

The project will feature in a 
celebratory event at the Nation- 
al Maritime Museum and a 
touring exhibition. 

The project will be launched 
on Wednesday, June 24 at 
6.30pm at St Matthias Commu- 
nity Centre, 113 Poplar High 
Street. All are welcome to attend.

While leseazchixig Secrets of the Singer Girls, author Kate Thompson came across 
her namesake, who died in the Bethnal Green Tube disaster. In the second of a 
two-part feature, she tells the story of the other Kate Thompson. 


STARING at a list of names of 
people who had perished in the 
disaster at Bethnal Green Tube 
Station in March 1943, one name 
immediately jumped out at me. 

Kate Thompson. It s not often you see your 
own name on a roll call of death so I 
decided to look into the life of my name- 
sake and find out all I could about her. 

Cursory research did not bode well as 
detail about her life appeared scant. 

“She was chubby had a dog called Duller 
who used to go out and look for her in the 
pubs of Green Street and took snuff," one 
distant relative reportedly said. 

Apparently Kate was at the Black Horse 
pub in her favourite fur-collared coat when 
the sirens went off that fateful night. She 
was a 63-year-old mother of nine, living in 
one of Bethnal Green s toughest areas. 

Consulting a genealogist, whose job it is 
to trace back through historical records and 
piece together family history, provided me 
with a more illuminating picture of her life. 

Kate Hammersley was born in Septem- 
ber 1880 in Poplar, the impoverished 
daughter of a cabinet carver father. At the 
age of 18, in July 1898, she married barrel 
maker William Thompson and moved to 
Bethnal Green. There she bore him seven 
sons and two daughters. 

Pre-war Bethnal Green was home to some 
of London s worst slums and, of them, one 
of the most notorious was Quinn Square, 
a place where outsiders never went out af- 
ter dark and policemen only dared visit in 
pairs. This is where the Thompsons lived 
for most of their married life. 

Booth's Poverty Map notebooks, written 
in 1897, singled out the sbc- storey buildings 
containing 246 flats as “very rough, very 
poor, very nois”. Writing in 1928, the East 
End Star newsletter was less charitable, de- 
scribing the dwellings as “one of the worst 
of the human rabbit warrens in East Lon- 
don, these wretched flats house hundreds 
of men, women and children under con- 
ditions scarcely fit for cattle". 

The dark tenement blocks were built 
around a central square and the mostly two- 
room flats housed families often numbering 
in the double figures. One woman I inter- 
viewed recalls a mother of twenty-five chil- 
dren looking after them in just two rooms, 
making Kate's nine children seem a fairly 
manageable in comparison. 



None of the flats had their own taps or 
toilets, and tenants shared facilities on the 
landing between four families. Wash- 
house facilities were on the roof, and the 
women of the square had to drag their laun- 
dry upstairs or down to the local bag wash. 

According to one local, the stench from 
the toilets was unholy. Perhaps that's why 
Russia Lane had its own bathing centre, 
known as a personal cleansing station. In 
1936, records show that 3,831 children at- 
tended for infestations of vermin and a fur- 
ther 1,287 were treated for scabies, known 
as The Itch. So far, so depressing. 

By August 1938, Kate Thompson and 
many others lived in a squalid, dilapidat- 


ed hellhole. The place was in a serious state 
of disrepair. Residents reported broken 
steps, broken handrails on the stairs, lava- 
tory doors with no locks and broken facil- 
ities in the washhouse. Inside fared no better, 
with falling ceilings, damp walls, peeling 
wallpaper and no cupboards for food. 

Not only that, but the landlords were hav- 
ing a merry time at their expense, charg- 
ing exorbitant rents. How did the fiercely 
house-proud and feisty East End women 
of Quinn Square put up with this? The an- 
swer is, they didn't. 

According to the electoral register, Kate 
was registered to vote from as early as 1923, 
unusual for those times. Women had only

been given the vote five years previously, 
in 1918 and, even then, it was only for 
women over 30 whose husbands were 
householders. 

Perhaps it was this interest in politics that 
led Kate to insist on her right to a decent 
standard of living. Ear from being a dormant 
victim, Kate and the other residents of the 
square issued a call to arms and got ready 
to show the landlords exactly what they 
were made of. 

What they lacked in facilities they 
made up for in community. The tenants of 
the 246 flats promptly formed a tenants as- 
sociation and, supported by a local MP and 
members of the council, flatly refused to 
pay their rents until the landlords reduced 
them to more reasonable levels. 

They also demanded that repairs were 
carried out. Their argument was simple. 
Why pay high rents for broken facilities? 
Why should they be forced to take their 
washing elsewhere at added expense? 
This was in the Depression of the 1930s, af- 
ter all, a time of widespread hardship and 
mass unemployment. The added battle 
must have felt like a kick in the teeth. 

One landlord responded by attempting 
to evict a tenant, claiming she owed arrears. 
When the agent arrived, accompanied by 
bailiffs, tenants, wielding placards and 
chanting, less Rent, More Repairs', barred 
their way and the landlord was forced to 
beat a hasty retreat. The biggest rent strike 
ever seen in the East End sent the press wild. 

Buoyed by their success, the tenants of 
Quinn Square paraded around Bethnal 
Green with their placards, held daily meet- 
ings and picketed the estate office from 
morning until night. Showing the kind of 
stoicism that served them so well during 
the Blitz, they refused to be beaten. 

Apparently, every time the landlord 
went into the square - on one occasion even 
accompanied by a group of Sir Oswald 
Mosley's fascists, who attempted to break 
up the tenants meeting by organised 
hooliganism - a huge crowd of women and 
children followed them and booed them 
out of Russia Lane, pelting them with hot 
potatoes. 

And so it was that Kate and her neigh- 
bours scored a resounding victory for the 
underdogs of Quinn Square. It would take 
more than an unscrupulous landlord and 
some bullyboy fascists to scare them into 
submission. They may have been house- 
wives in pinnies but were they made of 
stern stuff. 

The landlords acceded to their demands 
to lower the rent to fair levels and carry out

repairs, and the test case for arrears of rent 
made history, paving the way for similar 
success elsewhere. 


Of course, 1 have no way of knowing 
whether Kate was the one wielding plac- 
ards and hot potatoes, but a woman 1 spoke 
to who knew her is in no doubt. Gladys, 88, 
is too young to remember the rent strike, 
but her memory of Kate as a formidable 
mother burns bright. 

She remembers: "Mrs Thompson was best 


friends with my nan and, by God, they were 
tough! 

"They were sturdily built, upright women 
who always wore black and feathers in their 
hats. She and my nan stood up for their 
rights and weren't scared of any man. 

"Tm surprised she didn't strangle that 
landlord when he tried to take liberties 
with her!" 

A year later, war broke out, and Kate and 
the other residents began the greatest fight 
of their lives. 

Quinn Square was demolished in the 
1960s, but I believe Kate's legacy lives on. 
It proves you should never underestimate 
the fighting power of a woman when her 
home and her family are under threat. 

Reading all this in a dusty archive filled 
me with awe. The other Kate wasn't afraid 
to stand up to corrupt landlords, fascists 
marching on her street or the might of the

Luftwaffe. My 1940s namesake was a far 
stronger, finer lady than I. Indeed, it would 
appear that a love of a fur collar is about 
all we have in common. 


What a tragedy, therefore, that this in- 
domitable woman had to die in such a way. 

To survive all that only to die on the steps 
of a Tube station is unutterably sad. 

Kate's youngest son, BiU, was in the army, 
helping to defuse bombs. It was a deeply 
dangerous occupation, but he survived the 
war. His mother, a civilian on the Home 
Front, did not. That is why 1 have paid to 
sponsor a conical in her name on the memo- 
rial to the Tube disaster. 

Today, an impressive bunch of people 
from the Stairway to Heaven memorial tmst 
are working tirelessly so that Kate Thomp- 
son and all those who lost their lives that 
day are never forgotten. 

Kate and the other victims never lived 
to see peacetime in this country. We owe 
it to them to not only properly honour their 
remarkable lives, but also, the tragedy 
that was their deaths.

History

THE battle for the soul and fabric of 
Norton Folgate - with the mighty 
British Land in one corner and the 
doughty Sp'rtalfields Trust in the oth- 
er - is getting very heated indeed. 

Comments from veteran campaigner Dan 
Cruickshank, in which British Land s pro- 
posed development for Blossom Street 
was mentioned alongside the Nazis, were 
met with fury by the developer. 

British Land, in turn, has complained that 
some of the commentary about "wholesale 
destruction of a conservation area" is play- 
ing fast and loose with the reality of their 
"sympathetic development". 

But the question many will be asking is... 
where and what is Norton Folgate? 

You'll find it on the map, if you keep your 
eyes peeled. As Bishopsgate heads north into 
Shoreditch High Street, a short stretch- with 
the lines heading out of Liverpool Street to 
the west and with Spitalfields Market to 
the east, mutates into Norton Folgate. An 
unremarkable stretch of the Aio as it hits 
the City of London? Yet there are partly hid- 
den treasures here and a most remarkable 
history. 

For beneath the Tarmac lies a much old- 
er road: Ermine Street, the old Roman 
Road from London to Lincoln and York. And 
the Liberty of Norton Folgate was one of 
those curiosities of English political ad- 
ministration - alongside the jumble of hun- 
dreds, sanitary districts, municipal 
corporations and more that grew up over 
the centuries. 

Of all those subdivisions of old England, 
liberties were perhaps the oddest, being an 
area where "regalian right was revoked and 
the land held by a mesne lord". In plain Eng- 
lish, the King had handed over authority 
to a local lord. Not quite like the Vatican or 
San Marino, then, but effectively an inde- 
pendent jurisdiction within England. 

Our East End liberty was first recorded 
in the early iioos as Nortune, which means 
north farmstead'. The Eolgate, meanwhile, 
was possibly a corruption of the manori- 
al family name 'Eoliot'. 

The Eoliots provided Gilbert, a Bishop of 
London, and Richard, a canon of St Paul's 
Cathedral. Another explanation, favoured 
by the National Gazeteer of 1868, is that the 
word is a corruption of the Saxon word 
'foldweg', meaning highway - and 
remember the area's origins on the old 
Roman highway into London. 

By the early Middle Ages, the patch of land 
was occupied by the inner precinct of the 
Priory and Hospital of St Mary 
Spital. It was with Henry VllTs dissolution 
of the monasteries that it assumed its re- 
markable status. Henry may have pinched 
the riches from the priory but the land 
itself became an "extra-parochial liberty". 



The battle heats up for the 
Liberty of Norton Folgate 



The liberty may have been just a few 
acres, but its position just outside the City 
walls meant a rich riot of life, industry, arts 
and bad behaviour flourished here.

Tax records suggest that Shakespeare was 
a parishioner of St Helen's Bishopsgate in 
1598. And in 1589 an arrest warrant was 
issued for Christopher Marlowe, confirm- 
ing that the 25-year-old playwright lived 
in Norton Eolgate, sharing digs with fel- 
low writer Thomas Kyd. Nearby were The 
Theatre, in New Inn Yard, and The Curtain 
theatre in Curtain Road. 

By the 18th century there were breweries 
in Hog Lane and White lion Street, and from 
1812, Norton Eolgate became home to the 
Gas Light and Coke Company, who supplied 
lighting to the Bishopsgate area. The old

liberty was now home to factories, work- 
shops, offices and homes... and still, until 
1900, outside the control of England. 

Madness, that most London of bands, 
even named their comeback album after 
it a few years ago. The lyrics to The 
Liberty of Norton Eolgate tap into the glo- 
rious mishmash of this inner-city area, with 
"sailors from Africa, China and Malay... a 
little bit of this and a little bit of that" rub- 
bing shoulders with Welsh and Irish, in the 
shadow of "Mr Truman's beer factory". "A 
continual river of people" and all "on bor- 
rowed ground". 

In 1855 the liberty became part of 
Whitechapel District and it was finally dis- 
solved in 1900, when it became part of the 
new Metropolitan Borough of Stepney. The 
last meeting of the liberty's trustees took 
place on October 24 that year. An alternative

plan had been to subsume the old liberty 
into the City of London, but that could nev- 
er happen... 

Or could it? At the heart of the impas- 
sioned resistance to what British Land 
calls the Blossom Street site, is perhaps the 
constant fear that the glass and steel of the 
City is encroaching on the East End. There 
is history here of course. 

Dan Cruickshank was one of the band 
who saved much of Spitalfields from re- 
development back in 1977, but only once 
much of Elder Street had already been razed. 
The developer back then? British Land. 

British Land, on the other hand, argue that 
the style and sympathy of development has 
moved on beyond recognition in the last 
40 years. Rather than the old buildings be- 
ing buried under towers of glass and steel, 
they argue that Ested buEdings wEl be saved 
and brought back to life with only archi- 
tecturally unimportant structures lost. 

And that the new development will be 
home to a diversity of small businesses... 
many of them starved of space by the lack 
of suitable property in Tech City to the west. 
Two sides to every story, as John Lydon 
memorably said. Why not take a look at the 
plans and pictures and decide for yourself...

Zooming 

Wcilk of the Month: 

Green-fingered 
Bethnal Green 


GREEN-fingered community garden- 
ers have been busy in Bethnai Green. 
As you follow this walk you’ll see 
flourishing shrubs, grow-your-own 
gardens, and a tucked-away nature 
reserve nurturing medicinal plants. 

From Bethnal Green Tube station, stroll 
along Paradise Row (i) - the terrace of 
late i8th century houses opens out, with 
new bars and cafes inset into the railway 
arches. It s buzzing in the evening and 
street art abounds. 

Across Cambridge Heath Road there s a fine 
view to the V&A Museum of Childhood. The 
three-bay cast iron structure - originally put 
up in South Kensington in 1856 - was later 
reconstructed here piece by piece, like a 
colossal flat-pack, and cloaked in brick. 
These days, the museum attracts more 
than 400,000 visitors a year, with exhibi- 
tions and children's workshops. 

Beyond the Dundee Arms, nip into Poyser 
Street and head through Hollybush House 
car park. In the 18th century this area was 
occupied by market gardens, echoed in the 
streets names: Hollybush, Punderson's and 
Gales Gardens. Among the housing blocks 
you'll discover a string of green spaces. First 
up is Kedleston Walk Community Centre 
garden (2) - sneak a peek through the 
fencing if the centre is closed. 

On the corner. Queen Margaret's Flats (3) 
incorporate a 1929 foundation stone

in on nature at its 
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unveiled by health minister Neville 
Chamberlain for the Bethnal Green and 
East London Housing Association. 

Opposite, running the entire length of the 
block, Bethnal Green Nature Reserve (4) is 
home to the Phytology project - "bringing 
artists and botanists together to explore the 
medicinal properties of wild plants and 
weeds common to urban environments". 
It's open on summer Saturday afternoons 
and at other times by arrangement. Explore 
the wooded pathways, discover the plants 


and wildlife here, and enjoy the artists' 
creative billboards. 

Middleton Green (5) opens out ahead. 
A couple more community gardens sit to your 
left - a chance to chat with a grow-your-own 
gardener perhaps, under the watchful gaze 
of the peacock mural. 

Cut across Middleton Green - past tree 
trunk paintings, a giant whooshing slide 
and wooden sheep - to the neighbourhood 
shops, including cafe-cum-architecture 
studio. The Common. 


Canrobert Street takes you through the 
heart of the Winkley Estate ( 6 ), developed 
by brothers Charles and Henry Winkley in 
1904. Terraced housing leads to warehous- 
es, workshops and high-fronted shops on 
Teesdale Street - an indication that this was 
designed with local furniture makers in mind. 

In Cameron Best Park (7) - named in 
memory of a Tower Hamlets Community 
Housing (THCH) estate cleaner - there's a 
chance to exercise on a cross trainer, recum- 
bent bike or other open-air gym equipment. 

From Mansford Street a few steps cut to 
the Avebury East Estate ( 8 ). Old maps reveal 
there was a fishpond here, hence the fishy 
block names, such as elver, grayling and mul- 
let. These days Elver Gardens is home to a 
beautiful community garden, packed with 
flowering shrubs. Enjoy the colourful vari- 
ety as you skirt around to Zander Court Club 
Room, which also has a flourishing garden. 

St Peter's Church (9) stands beyond, de- 
signed by Lewis Vulliamy in a Norman style. 
Look out for St Peter's keys depicted in the 
new garden gates and in the roundel on the 
slender tower. Plans are afoot to extend the 
church facilities with an enterprise centre, 
recording studio, gallery and community 
space in the crypt. 

Now head through St Peter's Estate - by 
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lal Green. Photos by the Well London photo-walk project.

the playground and red vortex-like sculp- 
ture - framed by high-level walkways. You 
emerge onto Hackney Road. 

The former Queen Elizabeth Hospital for 
Children is being redeveloped into flats, re- 
taining the original facade. Next door, 
Hackney City Farm (lo) is currently cele- 
brating its 30th anniversary. Pop into meet 
donkeys Larry and Clover, and Tamworth pigs 
Pepper and Pearl. There's also a garden, cafe, 
farm shop and drop-in pottery and 
mosaic-making workshops. 

After exploring the farm, walk back along 
Hackney Road. The elegant 1820s terraces and 
villas make way for a surprise: The Blue House 
(11) in Garner Street, designed by Fat Archi- 
tecture in 2000, depicts a cartoon cut-out of 
a house layered upon an office block - a hu- 
morous reference to its live-work use. 

Further along, look out for a former ply- 
wood importer and then lion Mills, once used 
to manufacture braid and trimmings for 
local furniture and clothing makers. 

On Teesdale Close there's a glimpse of how 
housing evolves: the former school is now Min- 
strel Court flats, and council block Claredale 
House is now student accommodation. 

Opposite, the award-winning develop- 
ment by THCH echoes the layout of the Vic- 
torian streetscape, but with a modern twist; 




the design incorporates duplexes, green 
roofs, and distinctive copper cladding. 

Towering over Claredale Street, Keeling 
House (12) was erected in the late 1950s; 
this 16-storey 'cluster block' - with 
maisonettes angled out in four wings - was 
designed by Denys Lasdun to maximise 
sunlight and privacy. 

From Temple Street an alleyway brings 
you to the Minerva Community Centre, 
home to the Well London project and Aspire 
Community Works. 

On the corner with Hackney Road there's 
a remarkable building - Tann's former safe 
works has been extended to create the Shah- 
poran Masjid and Islamic Centre (13). A gi- 
ant advertisement for Reliance locks and 
burglar-proof safes sits alongside metallic 
fretwork inspired by Turkish tile designs. 

In Minerva Street, the Peabody Estate (14) 
stands out in striped red and yellow brick- 
work. Banker George Peabody aimed to "ame- 
liorate the condition of the poor and needy 
of this great metropolis, and to promote their 
comfort and happiness". The estate clusters 
around a triangular courtyard and play space. 

Exit between Blocks B and C, and contin- 
ue through the Minerva Estate (15), built 
shortly after the Second World War with 
pre-fabricated concrete slabs. Blocks were 
named after Greek mythological characters 
such as Nestor, Paris and Hector. 

You come out opposite Raine's Foundation 
School on Old Bethnal Green Road. Head un- 
der the railway bridge to follow Cambridge 
Heath Road south back to Bethnal Green tube. 
Along the way you'll encounter a series of lo- 
cal landmarks, including the splendid former 
town hall, York Hall leisure centre and Mu- 
seum Gardens - a final splash of greenery.

46 & Mercy/Hotbox is worth a visit

WHAT is the worst school- 
boy error for a restaurant 
reviewer? 

How about taking a couple 
of vegetarians to a barbecue 
meat-fest? 

To be fair, I was looking to 
review 46 & Mercy, which had 
little in the way of web info and 
1 assumed was an eatery. 

But it transpired to be a 
(rather gorgeous) cocktail bar, 
where all you're going to get 
to eat is some pretzels to 
accompany your martini. 

Upstairs, however, is craft 
meats restaurant Hotbox. 

So, after sampling a few of the 
aforementioned cocktails, that's 
how 1 ended up a) taking 
herbivores to a meat den and b) 
getting sozzled before 1 
managed to even get there. 

Managing to make a silk 
purse out of a sow's ear (the only 
piece of animal not on the 
menu as far as we could teh), we 
had a mixture of stunning 
meat -free sides. 

Beetroot and Roquefort 
consisted of gorgeously pink and 


golden beetroot with a Roque- 
fort that could have erred a bit 
more on the side of creamy and 
piquant. 

My greens' of kale were sub- 
lime. You know how delicious 
pak choi is with its top notes 
of ginger, chilli and garlic? Well, 
the same goes for this beauty 
of a dish. 

1 ended up with soy dripping 
down my chin due to the 
alacrity of my consumption. 

Grilled corn was butter- 
soaked and spiked with lime, 
and the sweet potato fries were 


generous in portion and cer- 
tainly filled a hole. 

The piece de resistance was 
the mac & cheese. Gorgeously 
rich and creamy, our forks 
started clashing to see who 
won the last shells. 

But here's the thing - the 
wine! The wine here is ridicu- 
lously special and thanks to 
Emily (insert chorus of angels 
singing whenever you see her 
name), we were in for a treat. 

The chenin blanc (Kanu) had 
me all of a dither and then 
Emily generously gave us two 


glasses of the syrah. Chateau Ste. 
Michele. 

There were a few mix-ups 
with both bills, but Emily proved 
not only charm personified 
but a heady mix of compe- 
tence and humour, and we 
were soon on our way home as 
happy as Larry.

New homes with

GREEN space and play 
areas with sports facilities 
are some of the features 
planned for a new devel- 
opment of apartments 
near the Limehouse Cut. 

East Thames, Telford and 
Poplar Harca Housing Associa- 
tions are investing in The 
Dockyard. 

The development is set to 
bring 150 new homes to the area 
and will feature a waterside 
centre and cafe that will provide 
canoeing on the Cut. 

The development will also 
contribute towards the 


improvement of Bartlett Park. 

The project forms part of East 
Thames' wider plans for Tower 
Hamlets, which has already 
seen the housing organisation 
invest more than £250 million 
into new homes for the borough 
in the last five years. 

In March, the housing asso- 
ciation started construction on 
the final phase of regeneration 
of the Ocean Estate in Stepney 
Green. 

Three blocks will be demol- 
ished to make way for 225 new 
homes for affordable rent and 
shared ownership. 

And in September, residents 
on the New Union Wharf estate 


on the Isle of Dogs will move 
into their new homes. Tenants 
have remained on site while East 
Thames regenerates the estate, 
replacing the 189 homes built 
in the 1970s with 399 new 
apartments. 

The second phase of new 
homes for sale and rent will be 
available in 2017.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 
under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

Youngster qualifies for British Junior Championships

TASLIMA Begum and 
Mercy Brown are only 
teenagers, but they have 
established themselves as 
weightlifters to watch. 


Taslima, i6, the reigning 
British schools champion, has 
now qualified for the British 
Weightlifting Junior Champi- 
onships and continued her 
climb up the title ladder. 

Meanwhile Mercy, i8, who 


holds every British record from 
under-i6 up to senior level, was 
bidding for the junior world 
title in Poland, as East End Life 
went to press. 

Taslima's glory came when
